Trade Treaty 


There was good news from London yesterday 
for Hongkong’s entrepot trade this year. Our. 
correspondent cabled that- under the new Anglo- 
Japanese payments agreement an extra £36.5 
million worth of goods will be imported into 
Hongkong and Singapore from Japan this year 
for re-sale in neighbouring markets (See P. 9 for 
full report). 

‘The total amount of Japanese goods.to be im- 
ported into these two entrepot ports for re-export 
this year will be worth ehout £66 million, the: 
correspondent said. 

It is impossible to say how much of thig new trade 
Hongkong wil] get. However on the assumption that it 
is shared equally by Singapore and Hongkong the influx 
of.an extra £18.25 million (HK 292 million) worth of 
goods for re-sale and possibly processing snd finishing in 
the course of the year will be welcomed by the entire 
business community. 

Even if only a third of this trade comes through 
Hongkong (£12,166 million or $HK 194.656 million) 
it can do much to put new life into business.

They are fer distance in 
a straight line, for distance 
on a closed circuit, for 
altitude, for speed on a 
base, and fur speed on a 
closed circuit. 


The oMcially confirmed speed 
yecord is that established In 
October by  Lieutenant-Com- 
mandér James Verdin, Ina 
Douglas Skyray with a Westing- 
house jet enging,; the ayerage 
spice} on the — three-Keflzmetec 
eourde ds Biven ns L204 
Kilometres, or about 753° miles 
nn hour, All oMecial records ure 
quoted in the tnetric system, and 
conversions to British Imperiel 
mensures are nut atcepted as the 
vonfirined speeds. 

A curious feature of the list ls 
that the Soviet Union appears 
mainly in the class of records 
for spherien! balloons, seventeen 
out of 26 of these records being 
heli by Russia, The United 
States, however, holds the most 
reinarkable one, that for altitude. 
Captains Anderson and Stevens 
reached 22,066 meircs, about 

. 12,400 feet, in a balloon 
November, 1935, 

Only one dirigible record re- 
mains on the Nst, that attributed 
to Dr Eckener, who few over 
6,300 kilometres in the Graf 
Zeppelin airship In 1931, The 
world distance recotd set by a 
piston-engined d¢roplanc stands 
at about three times this dis- 
tance. 

In the speclal clara for jet air- 
eraft, pilots of Great Britain 
hold three records—for altitude, 
for spedd on n closed circuit of 
1,000 kilometres, and for rate ‘of 
climb, The other records in this 
category sre held ‘by the United 
States.

The news that work has 
started on the new transonic 
wind tunnel, designed os na co- 
operative venture by the British 
aircraft firma, prompts = the 
question, “What is the purpose 
of there large, elaborate struc 
tures, costing over oa million 
pcunds? Why cannot this kind 
of research be made In actual 
flight?” 

The answer is that while veal 
flight Tests are certainly 
necessary, the wind tunnel Is 
used to give measurements which 
could be produced only at 
great cost and danger. 

For instanee, tests for the 
stnbility: of aireraft (the ability 
to return to steady flight after 
o disturbance) might easily end 
in disaster if they were made 
in the alr. And even if actual 
fight tests were made, alrcraft 
could not always be flown at a 
constant speed and aititude to 
the alrflow log enough for the 
necessary measurements ‘to be 
made; n model in a wind tunnel 
can. 

Another point Is that it fs 
comparatively casy to make a 
nuinber of design changes to o 
model In a shott time—-or to 
test, say, n dozen different 
modifications on a dozen different 
models, without wasting any 
timd between ‘figits',
